The eleventh session of the Gulf Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, convened in the Methodist Episcopal Church, Wood- 
ville, Texas, December 4, 1913, at 8:30 a. m., Bishop Wilbur P. Thirkield 
presiding.

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personal supervision of some member of the Board delegated by the chair- 
man.

X. Each Examiner shall prepare typewritten questions and in good 
form. Students must observe neatness and care in their work.

Report of District Superintendents 



NORTH LOUISIANA DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop and Brethren: , 

As your District Superintendent, of North 
Louisiana District, I submit to you my sixth annual report. This is the 
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Missionary District of the Conference. It was organized in December, 
1905, by Bishop Luther B. Wilson, and Dr. J. W. Lively was appointed 
Presiding Elder. Dr. Lively served the District two years and in Decem- 
ber, 1907, he asked to be relieved from District work and your' humble, 
servant was appointed Presiding Elder by Bishop William Burt. For 
six years, under many difficulties, I have served the district the best I 
could. ; 

In the territory of this k di strict our Sister Churches, the Methodtist 
Episcopal Church South and the Methodist Protestant Church, have been 
doing work for years and all of the best towps have b.een entered by them, 
often both of them, and I thought it unwise to 'organize the ^Methodist 
Episcopal Church in a town where both of these Churches have been oper- , 
ating for years, unless a sufficient number of our own people should move , 
into a town to. justify us entering to care for them, or where the town is 
large enough for the three Churches to work without wasting time and. 
money. This conviction, with other reasons I sl^all mention, have kept 
me from entering, many of the best towns of . the district and in this ac- 
tion I am sure I am sustained by this Conference. 

Another serious trouble which confronted me was manning the dis- 
trict with suitable men and supporting them. ' When I was placed on the 
district I had three peeachers, one, a probationer in the first year, and the 
other two supplies. I was compelled to secure suitable men for the dis- 
trict and with the small salaries ; the charges paid this , was no easy task. 
We have labored under financial embarrassment which was hard to over- 
come;. In 1907, the last year Dr. Lively served the district, he received 
only $74.00 salary from the district. When I was appointed to the district 
I had no furniture, no parsonage, no income and a .wife and seven child- 
ren. No one of ; my men have had an adequate salary. Notwithstanding 
these difficulties the Lord has blessed our work until we had build up a 
small district with good promise of deve >pment; several thousand dollars 
worth of Church Property and some of the best young men of the Con- 
ference and . at our last session c Conference three district were made out 
of the four and the territory along the Frisco, Railway in South Lonisiana, 
in the Southern District and South Mississippi, in the New Orleans Dis- 
trict was placed with the Nor ( th Louisiana District, almost doubling my 
territory and so materially changing the territory of the District until it 
is no longer a North Louisiana District., The . original North Louisiana 
District, the portion of the Southern District along the Frisco- Railway 
and South Mississippi from New Orleans District being placed together 
constitutes, a new district and should be named the Central Louisian^ 
District., ti > •„ , , , ( , ,» . ' . • ... . . . • 

Within the bounds of this, disttict are many small towns and great 
stretehes of country with good land, thickly settled, where neither tli? 
Methodist Episcopal Church South nor the Methodist Protestant Church 
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are doing work and some whole parishes which have no Protestant preach, 
ing; these we are trying to work. We are also studying carefully every 
town of importance in the district and wherever we are needed we are en- 
tering them as fast as we can secure men and money to work them. 1 ne 
constant stream of emigration from the North and West to this section of 
Country makes this an opportune time for us. We, as a church, cannoo 
afford to neglect this section of country. Railroads and towns are being 
built in every direction. The land is producing large paying crops and 
thousands of people are settling in this section of country. This is a good 
field for the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

This has been a hard year in some respects, but in others a good one. 
Our people for the most part are farmers and the boll weevil and exces- 
sive rains during harvest time have made it very hard on tile farmers. 
Crops were short, to begin with, and a large per cent of corn, cotton, peas, 
potatoes and rice ruined in the fields on account of heavy rains in Septem- 
ber and October. This with the high cost of living has made it exceed- 
ingly hard for the preachers to live and will cause a shortage in the 
Benevolences of the Church. 

CONCLUSION 

I was never more thoroughly convinced than now that our Heavenly 
Father has lead in the establishing of the Gulf Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church here in this fair South land of ours. The South 
needs our church. Our own people who come South clamor for their own 
church and our Southern people who believe in a Church, not sectional, 
no North South, East or West desire the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

I covet for our methodism in this Southern Territory a deeper yearn- 
ing for the souls of men, a more thorough consecration to God and his ser- 
vice, a spirit of willingness to suffer and sacrifice until the last man is 
brought into the Kingdom. 

I thank God for a place in the ministry of our Great Church; 1 thank 
him for the blessings of this year. He has been good to me and mine. 
His blessings have crowned our ministry. We have had a good revival on 
almost every charge. Hundreds have found pardon and purity at cur 
altars. I have enjoyed the best of health and the continued presence ot 
God and the hearty co-operation of all my brethren. , 

I thank God for the Gulf Conference; I thank him for this body ot 
faithful consecrated men and their good wives who have so willingly and 
cheerfully shared the burdens and hardships of this district, without 
murmur or complaint. No one of t hem has had even the actual neces- 
saries of life but no word of complaint has come to me. God bless tnem. 

With such self sacrificing men; with the great Methodist Episcopal 
Church sharing our burdens and with an ever increasing confidence m 
our Conference and its future by the leading men of the church and such 
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a wise, godly man as our dear Bishop Thirkield as our resident Bishop. I 
see clearly a brighter day for our Conference. 

I beg for an humble place in your ministry, your confidence and your 
prayers.

TEXAS DISTRICT 

Bishop Thirkield and Brethren of the Conference: 

With great pleasure and with boundless thanksgiving I come to make 
my fourth annual report of the Texas District to the Gulf Annual Con- 
ference. 

We rejoice that during this year we have been able to pay on our 
property indebtedness the sum of $2,350. This leaves our Church and 
Parsonage property practically free of debt. 

This has been a year of building and improving our property as well 
as paying off old debts. There has been paid on building and improving 
churches and Parsonages $8,350, making a total raised for debts, building 
and improving, $10,700. This is a record breaker for the Texas District. 

At Rock Hill, under the leadership of the Pastor, Bro. Bell, there have 
arisen as if by magic a $3,000 church, beautifully built and finished, and 
furnished with Opera chairs and a seven-room Parsonage no less beauti- 
ful and comfortable, valued at $1,250. This is a material miracle. Be- 
sides a fine $2,500 school building has been erected there this year. 

Bishop Thirkield dedicated this new church on a recent Sunday and 
it was a great day for Rock Hill Methodism. There was no money to 
raise, because it had been paid for. 

A Parsonage has been purchased in Atlanta, which is valued at $1,000. 

At Shiloh, a point on the Deadwood charge, a new church has been 
built, valued at $800, and the class there has taken on new life. Seven- 
teen new members were added to them during the revival. 

The church at Woodville has been completed this year and was dedi- 
cated by Bishop Thirkield at the session of the Conference. 

At Texas City a seating capacity of 206 has been added to our church, 
which makes room for 400 people, and the capacity is filled each Sunday. 
This was done at a cost of $1,000. 

At Alvin, Brother Shrode has lifted the debt on the Parsonage, amount- 
ing to $1450, and they will soon remodel their church, making more room, 
which is much needed. 

At the Houston Heights church the crowded conditions obtain, and 
those people, under the leadership of Dr. McCain, plan to enlarge their 
borders. 

The Church and Parsonage of our “Trinity” church in San Antonio 
have undergone a thorough renovating and look like new. 
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Plans are being perfected for the building of a $2,000 church in Ly- 
ford, one of the most strategic points in this great Southwest. We have 
there a $500 lot with a Ladies’ Aid building on it valued at $800. 

In the city of Houston, under the management of Dr. White, our 
Sunday School Missionary, two lots, have been secured in strategic places, 
which we hope to improve in the near future. Sunday Schools have been 
organized at these places and Boards of Trustees have been duly elected. 

The church could do no better thing than to place a city Missionary 
in Houston to look after the interests of our church and to meet our peo- 
ple coming through that great center to this wonderful Southland. Hous- 
ton is the gateway and from here diverge the living lines of emigration to 
all points of this wonderful Texas District. 

Our Pastors must be wide awake to the interests of our church, 
especially here in the South, where thousands of our people are coming 
every year from the North. 

A certain Conference in this same territory reported the other day 
her increase in membership for the year now closing to be 3,500, and their 
Bishop announced that that church was growing more rapidly than any 
other denomination in the world. 

Brethren, the very fact that there is such an enormous stream ol 
emigration to the South, and many of the .e emigrants are Methodists, 
and other Methodists are wide awake to the situation, with men and 
money, and we are stinted as to funds, etc., this means the fruitful source 
of their increase and of our decrease. Unless the great Methodist Episco- 
pal Church reemblazens her motto and purpose on her forward banners, 
“The World is My Parish” and “We are Raised up to Spread Scriptural 

Holiness over these Lands,” another will take her crown. I do not mean 

to sound a note of pessimism or to discourage anyone, but we must be 

agressive everywhere or there will be the grea est slump in membership in 
the next few years that the church has ever experienced. We need thous- 
ands of dollars in this great and growing Southwest to help us take care 
of our own people, but we do not need this money more than we need the 
moral support and endorsement of our preachers and people where the 
church is stronger. May God give us both. 

We could speak further in detail of the improvements which have been 
made this year, but time tails us. And you will excuse me if I speak more 
generally of the work of the District. 

I sincerely hope that each Pastor may have time and opportunity to 
report briefly of his work as to Spiritual and material gains. At least the 
Statistical report will show the work done. . . 

The Pastors have been faithful and self-sacrificing and that in the 
midst of hardships and privations that would stagger men of httle fa'th 
and devotion. They have all been true men with heroic and self-sacnflc- 
fng wives who have stood by their husbands in the work, often bearing 
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more than their share of the privations. In the midst of poverty and 
privations that some of us know nothing of, one could hear these Saints of 
God triumphantly singing: 

“The steps of the lone Gallilean 
With gladness I’ll follow today, 

And the toils of the road will be nothing 
When I get to the end of the way.” 

The religious condition of the District, while not all that could be 
desired, is still to be recorded with growth. 

Revivals have been held in every church in the District and they 
have resulted in the blessing of hundreds of souls. 

580 i^ the net gain in membership, making a total membership in the 
District of 2,882. 

There have been four new churches organized this year. 

J. P. Morgan, the great financier, comes out in the papers with the 
statement that what we need is a revival of old time family religion which 
built home altars and made people good. So he proposed the founding of 
of a fund of three million dollars for American Evangelism. The need of 
that kind of a revival no one wi 1 gainsay. But it can no more be bought 
with $3,000,000 than Simon Magus could buy the gift of the Holy Ghost 
with money. 

Bro thers, what we need to convert America and save the world is 
3,000,000 JVfethodists on their knees in dust and ashes before God until the 
fire falls from the upper skies as it did upon Elijah’s altar on Mt. Carmel 
and kindle a holy flame that will be seen and felt the world around. 

But this can not be done by multiplying outside agencies, nor by so 
called Holiness churches or associations which savor often of the spirit of 
dissension and discord than of the spirit of Holiness. 

What we need is a Spirit-baptized Ministry, and a Spirit-filled church 
that will do God’s work as God wants it done. Then will the evils be 
cured and the Christ will come to His own. 

And I am persauded, Brothers, that nothing will cure it so quickly 
and so effectually as for our preachers to all seek and obtain the Baptism 
with the Holy Ghost and fire am then regularly and wisely and lovingly 
and Scriptually teach our people the Doctrine and get them into the ex- 
perience of entire. Sanctification. 

The revival is the eature of prime importance among us. May it 
never cease to be. Methodism was born in a revival and without it we 
die. The church of Jesus Christ must be a Spiritual force or it cannot 
fulfill its mission. The Holy Spirit life is the sine qua non of its existence 
and success. 

We have 3^ Sunday schools with 2,000 scholars. Several new schools 
have been organized this year. The Board of Sunday Schools did an in- 
valuable work for this Conference when it gave to us Brother White as 
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He has done excellent work in this Dis- 



members. They are doing 



They 



our Sunday School Missionary, 
trict. 

There are 10 Ep worth Leagues with 288 
good work. 

We have 13 Ladies’ Aid Societies, which have wrought nobly, 
have raised and expended this year $1730.25. 

We have 20 Local Preachers nearly all of whom are doing regular and 

systematic work on the Sabbath day. . , 

Our District Conference met with the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Alvin, Texas. This session was pronounced by many to be the 
best yet. Bishop Thirkield was present with us and blessed us by his 
wise counsel, brotherly fellowship and Spiritual ministry. , 

The Benevolences have been presented and in the main faithful and 
zealous efforts have been used to collect them in full. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT 

There is not enough pride in the work of God to cause the people to 
make the salary allowance sufficiently large to meet the actual needs of 
our preachers. This sad fact enters largely into the problem of manning 
the work to the best advantage. The finances are among our greatest 

problems. , . , 

We have been blessed by the presence and ministry of our beloved 
Bishop Thirkield at the following places: Atlanta and Marshall, where 

he preached to the delight of our people; at Rock Hill, where the new 
church was dedicated; at Alvin during the District Conference; at Hous- 
ton Heights and So.Houston where our splendid new church waa dedicated. 

PROBLEMS 

The District is not without its problems, else we should feel that all 
had been done that needed to be done. 

We need— 

A l. A deeper vital piety on the part of our people. 

2. An army of conscientious stewards who will pay to the L rd His 

tenth. 

3. Pastors’ salaries commensurate with the needs of today. 

4. More comfortable Parsonages and a District Parsonage. 

5. There is the pressing need of good Stewards on many charges. 

6. Often there is the need of greater diligence in Pastoral work 
and preparation of sermons. 

7. Often there is need of absolute loyalty on the part of the mem- 
bership. ' . . . , 

Our two retired ministers, Brothers, Woodson and Lively, have been 

abundant in labors and their lives and ministry have blessed us. 

O. J. Read, Superintendent of the Citizen’s Child Welfare Society, of 
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Lufkin, has placed 33 orphan children and aided many more this year. 

IN CONCLUSION 

I have tried to do that for which I was sent. I fceve looked after the 
interests of the church, both temporal and spiritual, as best I could. 

The traveling of the District has caused me to traverse a distance of 
20,000 miles. The work has been hard, but pleasant. My relations with 
the Pastors and people during the year have been most pleasant. All my 
Pastors are on the honor roll. 

I have realized His presence to be with me in all power, and thank 
God His grace has never failed me once.

SOUTHERN DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop and Brethren of the Conference: 

In bringing you this my second report as District Superintendent, I 
wish first to acknowledge the goodness and mercy of our Heavenly Father, 
extended to us. Through His goodness our lives have been preserved, we 
have been kept in health, and our needs have been supplied according to 
His riches in glory. 

Another year has passed, and again we come from the battle fieid to 
give an account of our stewardship. As I reflect the year that has now 
gone into history and as I face again the many duties and responsibilities 
in this reckoning up, the question that lingers with me is, did I do my 
best? Did I play the part of a man? Did I stand four-square for the 
right? I can only say that such was my desire. I tried. 

The work of the District has gone forward, and I think some credit- 
able progress has been made. We have visited every charge in the Dis- 
trict from four to five times during the year, holding four querterly Con- 
ference in each, with the exception of one where only three were held. It 
has been our purpose to give diligent attention to all the business of the 
Church, and to render every assistance possible. 

Everywhere the pastors and the people have received us gladly, and 
our labors have been in love and in unity of the Spirit. 

We have fifteen pastoral charges, extended over a territory nearly four 
hundred miles long. (From Port Arthur, Texas, to Natalbany, La.) We 
have at this time within the District twelve pastors, including the sup- 
plies. 

We have nineteen churches, and eleven parsonages that are estimated 
to be worth $97,050, and approximately 1366 members, including proba- 
tioners, eighteen Sunday Schools with an approximate enrollment of 1880, 
seven Epworth Leagues with a membership of 260. 
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THE CHARGES 

Bayou Chene, W. R. Newton, pastor. This charge has been spoken 
of and written about so elaborately, until I feel that there is nothing that 
I can say as to its general history that you do not know: * We have thrde 
churches, two Sunday Schools, and four' preaching places on this charge. 
The work has done well under the leadership of Brother Newton, and I 
think he will bring Up the best benevolent report the charge has ever had: 
The pastor made an aggregate of six hundred and twenty-three pastoral 
visits during the year. 

CROWLEY 

Louis May, pastor. This is the closing of the sixth year of Brother 
May’s pastorate at Crowley. The work has in some respects done better 
than in any previous year. We have at Crewley a good property, church 
and parsonage, estimated to be worth $9000.00. Has a church member- 
ship of approximately ninety-five, including probationers, a good Stinday 
School with an enrollment of one hundred and thirty-five, and Epworth 
League with a membership of thirty. We are hoping and to this end we 
are working— that Crowley will in the near future again become 1 self-sup- 
porting. Our people are loyal and true. 1 

EBENEZER 

# 

A. L. Harper, pastor. This has been a red-letter year in the history 
of the Ebenezer church. Last, year they were so discouraged over a church 
debt, and other things that were more. or less imaginary, that some of 
them did not hesitat,e to say to me at the Fourth Quarterly . Conference, 
that it would be just as well not to send them any pastor. Brother Har- 
per was given them for half time and through his wise leadership and the 
loyalty of a few that never give up, the people were encouraged, congrega- 
tions increased, the old debt was all paid, and on July 1 we had the { very 
great privilege of the presence of Bishop Thirkield in dedicating the 
church. This is a day in the history of the Ebenezer charge not soon to 
be forgotten. They now come pleading for a pastor for full time. 

FRENCH MISSION AND SWEET LAKE ^ 

W. B. Hebert, pastor. This work is located in one of the most needy 
fields in all of our territory. As far as I know Brother Hebert is the only 
Protestant minister in all Camferon Parish. The almost-unheard-of floods 
have greatly interfered with the plans of the work, but notwithstanding 
this the work has gone forward, several have been converted and joined 
the church, a number of children have been baptized, and preachifig 
places have been established. We are greatly in need of another worker 
in this needy field. 
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GUE YD AN 

A. L. Harper, pastor. At Gueydan, we have a little band of as fine 
and loyal people as are to be found anywhere. They love the pastor and 
have stood by him in all his work. They have a nice little church and 
parsonage, and had hoped to have a pastor, to reside with them the com- 
ing year, but the floods have precluded this possibility. 

HAMMOND 

Hammond is a town of approximately 4000 inhabitants, situated 50 
miles north of New Orleans, on the I. C. R. R., and is known as the straw- 
berry town of Louisiana. Hammond is a town of many churches, but if 
there is a church in town that is doing anything I failed to find it out. 
Brother W. H. Germany was appointed to this point last Conference, but 
was excused from the work in July to attend scho A. His stay was so 
short that he did not get into the work at all. Both the Bishop and my- 
self failed to secure a suitable man for the place, therefore, they have had 
no pastor since. Notwithstanding the above facts the people are hopeful 
and optimistic and say they will stand by any man whom the Bishop 
sends. 

IOWA 

Iowa, is a three-point charge, and is supplied this year by Brother 
Bramhall. It was from this charge that Brother Pointer and his good 
wife went out as Missionaries to Africa. For some reason the work on 
this charge has not prospered for the past three years as it should. We 
trust, however, that this coming year the tide will turn, and the people 
will find themselves in their old time zeal and activity. 

JENNINGS 

Jennings is one of our best appointments, and always does her part. 
Peter Parker is the pastor, this being his first full year. Our church here, 
after some disturbance* is now united and is prospering in all the different 
departments. Brother Parker, the p stor, has done well, and I have a 
request from the Quarterly Conference to the Bishop for his return 
another year. 

LUTCHER 

Lutcher is situated on the Y. & M. V. R. R., 40 miles north of New 
Orleans. This charge as you know was left to be supplied last Confer- 
ence. After a few weeks we secured Rev. J. B. Kenna, who served the 
work in a most efficient and satisfactory way for seven months. The first 
of September he was excused from the work to attend school. Again both 
the Bishop and myself failed to find a suitable man for the place. 

Lutcher stands ready to receive their new pastor, and will pay him 
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every dollar promised. There will be a deficit in pastor’s salary in their 
report this year, which is because of the fact that they had no pastor for 
the time. 

LAKE CHARLES 

Rev. G. B. Hines, pastor. Lake Charles is one of our best appoint- 
ments. Here we have a propertry valued at $17,000, a church member- 
ship of 203, a Sunday School with a total enrollment of 261, a good Ep- 
worth League, and the church organized in all of its departments. The 
work has gone forward this year with increased interests. Our need for 
some time has been better accommodations for our Sunday School. To* 
meet this demand the Trustees purchased an adjoining property at a cost 
of 15000. for a parsonage, and the old parsonage is being arranged for 
Sunday School class rooms at a cost of $2500. 

NATALBANY 

Nat alb any is situated on the I. C. R. R., 53 miles north of New 
Orleans. It is the town of the Natalb any Lumber Company. Here we 
have a nice little church, one of the nicest in the Conference, built and 
owned by the company, but dedicated to us. Dr. J. E. Scoot, is serving 
this church. The work is like all work in saw-mill towns, not very per- 
manent. The people are coming and going and it is hard to do much 
more than give them the Gospel as they are passing by. By persistent 
effort we have succeeded this year in getting the work fairly well organiz- 
ed. 

NEW ORLEANS 

St. Charles Ave. The history of this church is well known to practi- 
cal y every man in the Conference. For all these years we have watched 
and wondered what the outcome would be, and this is still problematical, 
but there are some things that are plain to the most casual observer. One 
of which is our location, being one of the best in the city. It is located 
just one block from Lee Circle, the dividing point between St. Charles St. 
and St. Charles Ave., just across the street from one of the public libraries 
of the city, and right at the dividing point between the business and resi- 
dence sections of the very best part of the city. It seems to me that our 
location could net be more ideal. I would like to discuss this work at 
length, but this may not be the time nor the place to do so. Rev. R. O. 
McClure has served this work this year, and those of the Brethren that 
have served this church can appreciate what that means. Brother Mc- 
Clure has done well. The work has made progress, under his leadership. 
I am encouraged over the outlook for St. Charles Ave. 
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FIRST' ITALIAN 

Our Italian work in the city was entirely new to me so I had to make 
a special study of it. I think we have made some progress, and first I 
want to say that we cannot understand the Italian work unless we have 
gone among the people, prayer with, and preached to them. It is estimat- 
ed that there are 60,000 Italians in the city of New Orleans. They are for 
the most part, of course, Catholic, but some of them are nothing. The 
first thought I have of this great throng is they have come to our shores to 
stay. The next is what are we going to do with them? Or what will they 
do with us? Already our American boys are beginning to marry their 
girls, and whether we think them desirable or not, they are to be assimi- 
lated, and become a part of our great American Republic. We must 
either win them for Christ, or they will influence us from God. We must 
either Christianize them, or they will Romahize us. 

We have down on Espanade Ave., a beautiful piece of property that 
is estimated to be worth $8000. On this we owe $3000. We have a class 
with a membership of eighty, and a good Sunday School with an enroll- 
ment of something like eighty. We also have a Kindergarden, which is 
being conducted under the efficient leadership of Miss Peet. Brother 
Francisco Zito is pastor; who is true to his church, true to his God, and 
true to his people. 

PORT ARTHUR 

Rev. Ernest D. Smith, pastor. Brother J. M. Bennington was ap- 
pointed to this church last Conference, and served till some time in Octo- 
ber, at which time he was transferred to the North Indiana Conference, 
and Brother Smith transferred from the same Conference to Port Arthur. 
The people are well pleased with Dr. Smith and are planning to take up 
the work of the church on a more extended plan than before. Port Arthur 
is now coming to be one of our foremost and very best appointments. 

WELSH 

Rev. T. E. Webb, pastor. This has been the best year of the Welsh 
church for several years. They have had a revival almost throughout the 
entire year. The result is the congregations have increased, something 
like thirty substantial members have been added to the church, the Sun- 
day School has grown till it stands with the largest of the Conference, 
they send their pastor to Conference with all collections in full, and with 
a most urgent request to the Bishop to return him to them for another 
year. 

PORT ARTHUR COLLEGE 

Next we want to call attention to our school at Port Arthur, Texas. 
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First, I wish to say that my heart is inspired at the thought and mention 
of it. Somehow I feel that God is in it, and that we have the beginning 
of what will some day be one of the greatest Institutions in all this South- 

Dr A J Price, the new President, I believe is the man for the hour, 
is full of zeal, and is optimism itself. He now has a grip on the situation- 

such as one could hardly expect after a year or more of experience with 

the institution, he wins the hearts of the people everywhere he goes, and 
the people are saying, “I never knew that we had such an Institution with 

such possibilities.” , ,1 , 

The school is being reorganized in all of its departments, so that e - 
penses are reduced to the minimum, and efficiency increased to the max- 

’ mU There are many things that I could and would like to say, but Dr. 
Price will have an opportunity to speak to you at length, and will e 
you more than I could possibly tell. In conclusion will say that now is 
the time for all good men to rally to the support of Port Arthur College.

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EDUCATION 

The work of the Board of Education, under the new legislation of 
1908 and 1912, not only gives promise of large things, but is already 
achieving victories that are tremendously worth while. The Children's 
Day Collection should be taken in every charge, every year, and should 
be forwarded direct to the offiee of the Board of Education at 150 Fifth 
Ave., New York City. This collection belongs to the Children’s Loan 
Fund, and can never be appropriated legally for any other purpose. 

The Public Educational Collection sent out by the General Confer- 
ence Commission on Finance should have, now and henceforth in the Gulf 
Conference, our careful and earnest attention. Twenty per cent of this 
collection goes to the Board of Education in New York City, and eighty 
per cent is at the order of the Gulf Conference for local education institu- 
tions. This 20 per cent and 80 per cent whether taken separately or to- 
gether should be reported always together in one column as the “Public 
Educational Collection.” Hitherto this collection has been a rather 
negligible matter with us, but we are fully persuaded that the time is at 
hand when it should be taken at every charge by every pastor with the 
same attention, same interest, and same preliminary instructions that are 
given any other great benevolent cause. 

In view of the growing importance of our local educational work, and 
in view of the rapidly increasing helpfulness for larger and more generous 
support, we recommend that this Conference apportion for the coming 
year the sum of $1000.00 to be raised for the Public Educational Collec- 
tion. 

The subscriptions made over a year ago and now being paid in whole 
or in part to Port Arthur College, should be reported in the 3d Column 
under “General Education.” The 1st column should report “Children’s 
Day Collection,” the 2d Column “Public Educational Collection,” and 
the 3d Column these special funds raised for the subscriptions above speci- 
fied. The Treasurer should be authorized to give credit for payment in 
this 3d Column on the voucher of the President or Treasurer of Port 
Arthur College, or in the absence of regular voucher, on the certificate of 
the President himself that the funds have been received. However the 
pastors may have reported the Public Educational Collection this year, 
we recommend to the Treasurer and he is hereby instructed to record the 
whole of the Educational Collections for the Board of Education listed in 
the apportionment sent out by the General Conference Commission on 
Finance as Public Educational Collection, and the collections taken for 
local interest in the 2d Column, leaving the 3d Column free for Port 
Arthur College Special Fund as above mentioned. 

The Treasurer is hereby instructed to send 20 per cent of the entire 
amount of the Public Educational Collection to the Board of Education 
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at New York City, and 80 per cent to our Port Arthur College at Port 
Arthur, Texas. 

The time has conrefor the Gulf Conference to take Pert Arthur Col- 
lege on its heart. Methodism has always centered at educational institu- 
tions. It was begotten in a great imiversitn, and has been generously sup- 
ported of liberal learning from its birth-moment until now. Generous 
provisions have been made for the beginning of an. educational institution 
within the bounds cf our own Conference at Port Arthur. This institu- 
tion has great possibilities. Whether it shall grow, thrive, and become a 
mighty center of Christian influence thruout the Southwest, or shrivel, 
starve, and die, depends upon the attitude of the Gulf Conference toward 
it, the atmosphere it shall throw around it, and the spirit in which it shall 
foster its interests. 

Our young people turn more and more to institutions of higher learn- 
ing. To what institutions shall we direct them? What shall be the domi- 
nant influence upon their lives during their years of liberal education, the 
years when the most important choices and decisions of life are being 
made? Shall we leave them to select for themselves? To be sent out in- 
to the world with the impress of institutions that place no emphasis up- 
on the ideals, the visions, the triumphs, or the immortality of Jesus Christ 
and his kingdom? 

Port Arthur College is ours. It will honor or dishonor us, credit or 
discredit us, as we foster and support it, inspire and nourish it, or neglect 
it and thus destroy it. 

We welcome the new President, Arthur J. Price, with his enthusiastic 
spirit, his high aim, as a man whom God has sent to the Kingdom for 
such a time as this. We hereby earnestly and unanimously request him 
to transfer his membership to the Gulf Conference. 

We expect to see Port Arthur College become a worthy center of intel- 
lectual prowess and spiritual vision, where young people may find them- 
selves in the noblest and best sense, and where they will be inspired to 
consecrate their lives to the best things in the Kingdom of God and of 
men.

We hereby approve and confirm the elections of W. D. McDaniel, 
Port Arthur, R. O. McClure, New Orleans, La., W. E. Cline, Lake Charles, 
La., John F. Casseis, Gloster, Miss., J. A. Carruth, Lake Charles, La., 
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G. H. Eubank, Port Arthur, as Trustees of Port Arthur College, terms to 
expire 1916. 

The recent, sudden, sad and much regretted death of Charles G. 
Gates leaves another vacancy in the Board of Trustees of Port Arthur 
College, but inasmuch as the trustees have not yet nominated his succes- 
sor, we are powerless to fill that vacancy at this time. We hereby extend 
to Mrs. C. G. Gates, and his mother, Mrs. John W. Gates, our sincere and 
tender sympathy, praying the good Father to keep them both ever in his 
gracious memory and tender care.

2. Every minister was at liberty to get such help as he could thru 
private solicitation from his friends to apply toward the liquidation of 
his personal obligation then taken. 
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3. No public collections were to be taken by n. Lusters to cover their 

personal obligations to this fund nor can any collections taken for the 
Public Educational Collections for either the Bo 3rd of Education of Port 
Arthur College apply tdward the liquidation of this obligation. This ap- 
plies not only to the preeent Conference year just closed, 1 but during the 
life of the subscription. ; '"' 

4. Any pastor having reported the whole or any paft of his Public 
Educational Collection to apply on thik f tiiijd, thru' misunderstanding or 
misapprefiensj on .should at. once have' the records corrected by adjusting 
the same with the Treasurer of this Conference and the President of Port 
Arthur College. Unless this is done the Board of Education’s 20 per cent 
‘may be drav/n against this Extension Fund as ‘ well against : the Public 
Educational, Collection, and the Board of Education js. entitled to no part 
of this Special Fund. Again unless this is done the subscribers will not 
have proper credit on their obligations now held by the Trustees of the 
Port Arthur College. 

5. The ,$1000. apportioned to be raised the coming year is distinct 
arid separate from this Extension Fund, and no dollar of it should be re- 
ported in connection with that Special Fund or diverted to it. 

6. We recommend that this statement be passed by this Conference 
as a declaration of your understanding under which the subscriptions were 
made a year ago, and that it be printed in the Minutes in bold faced type, 
so that both the contributors and the authorities of the College may 
easily turn to the same source of exact information concerning all ques- 
tions that may rise over this fund.

There is perhaps no more important question confronting the church 
than that of Temperance.

We need not attemp to enumerate the crimes of the liquor traffic or 
to measure its baneful effects. We are proud of the attitude of the Metho- 
dist church on this subject.

We desire to call your attention to another evil that is increasing to 
an alarming extent. We mean the use of tobacco— twin brother to liquor. 

Men chew 
and spit and befoul God’s pure atmosphere with smoke from their vile 
pipes and cigars, and women dip the more deadly snuff. It is at best a 
needless self-indulgence. 

Tobacco is expensive, filthy and to many good people, sickening. It 
degrades the moral character, weakens the mind and $ften kills the body. 
Yet we hear but little said against it. We thank the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union for the work in the public schools against tobacco, as 
well as intoxicating liquors. 

Therefore, Resolved, That we, the preachers of the Gulf Conference, 
will not only totally abstain from the use of intoxicants and tobacco, but 
will do all in our power to induce others to do likewise. 

Resolved, Second, That we heartily endorse the Anti-Saloon League 
and the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and we promise both our 
cordial support.

Of these 78 were studying for the Christ- 
ian ministry, 323 in medicine, 239 in pharmacy, denistry and nursing, 1745 
in normal classes preparing to be school teachers among their own people, 
and 2,154 in trades and industries.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF HARRY S. WHITE 
SUNDAY SCHOOL MISSIONARY GULF CONFERENCE 

Dear Brethren: 

My work with the Gulf Conference began with the closing 
weeks of the month of March. I had made a tour of investigation through 
some parts of the Conference, largely with a view of determining my place 
of residence, had called on several of the brethren on their charges, and 
had indeed begun the more systematic canvass of the outlying districts of 
the city of Houston before this, but the connected and continued prosecu- 
tion of my work really dates from the first of our Inspirational Confer- 
ences or Institutes, which was held with the Sunday School of First 
Church, Houston Heights, beginning March 19th. 

In connection with this institute, a house to house canvass, with the 
gathering of accurate religious statistics, was made/ Your Missionary 
made some 200 calls, and the aggregate of visits was at least 1,000, all 
made by the representatives of our own school. One outcome of the work 
with this church was the organization of an enthusiastic class in Teacher 
Training, which has numbered as many as 20 in some of its meetings. 

A similar institute was held at Marshall during the closing week of 
March. Following the evening conferences, which were well attended, we 
held a workers council in which reports of the days visits were tabulated 
and plans made for the work of the succeeding day. The initial steps 
were taken for the organization of a large Teacher Training Class. 

At Texas City we were rather more evangelist than Sunday School 
specialist, though time was made for some very good conferences with the 
workers. Here as in both preceeding charges, the problem of increasing 
the Sunday School attendance was not so much one of getting more 
schollars, as of finding a place in which to put them. Crowded capacity 
is actually a bar to building a number of our schools to their possible size. 

Not to attempt the details in any case, it will be sufficient perhaps to 
mention conferences similar to the above, which were held in Alvin, South 
Houston, DeQuincey, Reeves, Elton, Raymond, LaPorte, DeRidder, Oak- 
dale, Oberlin, Welsh, Ebenezer, Geuydan, Aldine, New Orleans, Bayou 
Chene, Plaquemine, Kinder and Port Arthur. 

Teacher Training has been introduced at most of these places either as 
reading or correspondence courses and classes have been formed at De- 
Ridder, Welsh and Ebenezer. It was at De Ridder that a visiting minis- 
ter was with difficulty convinced that the large enthusiastic class under 
the pastors leadershid was just our own and not a union class of all the 
protestant forces of the town. 

At Alvin we had just a “one night stapd” and the pastor with a view 
to getting the most out of it, spent the preceeding week coaching his peo- 
ple to come prepared to fire questions at your humble servant, questions 
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on any and every conceivable problem of Sunday School life. And they 
came. It was something of an ordeal for the target but one experienced 
worker was so kind as to say that the evening, which did not close till ten 

o’clock, was “worth more than any Sunday School convention she had 

ever attended.” 

At New Orleans the churches of the German Conference and our 
Italian work united with St. Charles Aye. and each evening we had a 
workers conference attended by from 30 to 50 oi our teachers and officers. 
It was my privelige to hold a conference in each of the German churches 
and to preach on two occasions to our Italian congregation. 

I was very glad for the opportunity to attend and participate in the 
Conference of the North Louisiana and Texas Districts. The keenest re- 
gret of the year was that I was unable to be at the Conference of the 
Southern District. It was at the particular date of this conference that I 
suffered the only, illness which has interrupted my work. 

It will be seen from the part of my report already given that the 
larger part of the year has been devoted to inspirational work with Sun- 
day Schools already organized and that comparatively little time has been 
left for new work. Some of this has however been begun. 

Early in thiL year I visited Aldine, a thriving community 13 miles 
north of Houston on the I. & G. N. Ry. I found these people entirely with- 
out pastoral supervision and arranged for services with them. District 
Superiniendent J. W. Hervey appointed as supply pastor Rev. E. L. Jones 
a Local Preacher of our church. Later in the year I assisted Brother 
Jones in revival services and on August 17th organized a church with 28 
members, baptizing such candidates as desired, both infant and adult. 

On April 20th we organized a new school in College Heights addition 
to the city of Houston, with 52 members. This school met for a time in 
the public school building, for the use of which we had carefully secured 
permission. Later and with no pretense of adequate reason the doors were 
closed against us and for months this school has been meeting in a private 
residence. I have been able to secure a good building site and they are 
making a most heroic attempt to build a modest chapel. There is in hand 
in pledges and material some $250.00 for this purpose. I received eight 
persons into the membership of our church and they have elected a Board 
of Trustees. 

New schools have been organized in two other additions to the city of 
Houston each with a membership of about 40. One of these is meeting in 
a private home and the other in a school house. One and perhaps two 
other new schools could be organized in the environs of Houston if we 

had suitable places in which to meet. 

I have investigated in person, conditions in Liverpool, Angleton, New- 
port, Victoria and Lumberton, Texas and Morgan City, Timberton and 
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Riceland, La., also the suburban sections of Beaumont, portions of New 
Orleans and Port Arthur. The largest labor of investigation however has 
been given to Houston where I have tramped weary days upon days. 
Many of these prospects are good, some of tham are very good indeed, 
some will, I believe, yet result in thriving Sunday Schools and churches. 

In the less than nine months with this Couference I have traveled 
more than 8,000 miles by rail, have conducted some 225 services, made 780 
calls, held 20 Sunday School Institutes, organized three new Sunday 
Schools and two new Churches, have received 36 persons into the mem- 
bership of our church, besides four on probation, have baptized ten per- 
sons, and have had the supreme joy of taking some 65 penitent seekers by 
the hand.
